To improve the quality of life for Aboriginal people in urban environments 
by supporting self-determined activities that encourage equal access to and 
participation in Canadian society, and that respect and strengthen Aboriginal 
cultural distinctiveness. 


Who can apply? 


The National Association of Friendship Centres (NAFC) in association with 
99 Aboriginal friendship centres (AFC). The NAFC administers funding under 
the Transfer Agreement respecting the Aboriginal Friendship Centre Program. 
The 99 AFCs which were funded at the time of the Transfer Agreement apply 
directly to the NAFC for funding support. 


What is the deadline? 

The NAFC establishes the deadlines for applications from the 99 AFCs. 
The funding support to AFCs is outlined in the Annual Appendix which the 
NAFC presents to the Department of Canadian Heritage by March | of each 
year of the Agreement (2000-2001 to 2004-2005).

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Aboriginal Languages Initiative 
Objective 


The Aboriginal Languages Initiative (ALI) maintains and revitalizes Aboriginal 

languages for future generations by increasing the number of Aboriginal language 
speakers, by encouraging the transmission of these languages from generation to 
generation, and by expanding language usage in family and community settings. 


Who can apply? 


e The Assembly of First Nations (First Nations languages), the Métis National 
Council and its provincial affiliates (Michif languages) and the Inuit Tapirisat 
of Canada and its regional affiliates (Inuktitut languages) will be delivering 
the ALI to eligible recipients, and may apply for funding directly to the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. 

e Eligible recipients include existing national and/or regional Aboriginal 
representative and service delivery organizations such as Aboriginal 
communities/First Nations, Aboriginal governments or institutions, 
Aboriginal cultural education centres, and Aboriginal Friendship Centres. 
Eligible recipients are to apply directly to the delivery organization of the 
relative language element (1.e. First Nations languages; Michif languages; 
Inuktitut languages). 


What is the deadline? 


The Assembly of First Nations, the Métis National Council and its provincial 
affiliates, and the Inuit Tapirisat of Canada and its affiliates are to present their 
proposals to the Department of Canadian Heritage by March 1. Eligible recipients 
should call the appropriate organization(s) listed below to determine its/their 
requirements in terms of the deadline(s) for receipt of proposals.

Peoples) and their recognized provincial/territorial/regional affiliates. 


What is the deadline? 


Organizations recognized by the Program are invited to submit their application 


to Canadian Heritage in February prior to the beginning of the fiscal year for 
which funding is being requested. Funding is committed on an annual basis 


based on approved objectives, major activity areas and budget for each applicant.

decision making that affect their social, cultural, economic and political well- 
being within their own communities and Canadian society while maintaining 
their cultural distinctiveness and preserving cultural identity. 


There are two components: 

1. The Family Violence Initiative enables Aboriginal women to address 
violence-related issues within the nuclear as well as extended family 
within Aboriginal communities. 

2. The self-government initiative enables Aboriginal women to participate 
fully and equitably in the consultations and decision-making process. 


Who can apply? 


National, regional and community-based organizations representing the interests 
of Aboriginal women (includes the Native Women’s Association of Canada, 
Pauktuutit Inuit Women’s Association and the Métis National Council of Women). 


What is the deadline? 


National organizations are invited to submit their application at the beginning of 
each fiscal year (April). Project funding is available through Canadian Heritage 
regional and district offices to regional and community Aboriginal women’s 
groups throughout the year. Funding is committed on an annual basis and there 
are no ongoing commitments after the end of each fiscal year.

Arts Presentation Canada 
Objective 


Arts Presentation Canada seeks to give Canadians direct access to diverse, high- 
quality artistic expression through arts festivals, performing arts series, and other 
artistic experiences provided by the arts presenters that work in a professional manner 
or by organizations that support the work of such presenters. Arts Presentation 
Canada has three components: Programming Support, Project Support and 
Development Support. Each component is designed to support different types 

of activities and organizations. 


Who can apply? 


Eligible applicants are Canadian non-profit organizations incorporated under 
Part II of the Canada Business Corporations Act (or under corresponding provincial 
or territorial legislation) that present in a professional manner, artistic experiences 
by professional artists from more than one province or territory, and/or organize 
networking activities that strengthen the milieu of Canadian performing arts presenters, 
and that have completed at least one year of eligible activities. Presenters that are 
provincial, territorial or municipal institutions (including educational institutions 
that present to the general public) or First Nations and Inuit equivalent governments 
will also be considered. 


What is the deadline? 


Programming Support April 30 or September 30 for a season 
of activities starting after April 1 of the 
following calendar year. 


Project Support April 30 for an activity starting after 
November | of the same calendar year, or 
September 30 for an activity starting after 
April | of the following calendar year. 


Development Support There is no deadline or application form for 
this component. Potential applicants are 
required to contact the nearest Department 
of Canadian Heritage regional office for 
application requirements well in advance 
of their activity.

The Canada Magazine Fund (CMF), as a key element of the government’s 
comprehensive policy in support of the Canadian magazine industry, contributes 
toward the production of high-quality Canadian magazines showcasing the work 
of a wide cross-section of Canadian creators. The CMF also helps build industry 
capacity through support for small magazines’ business development and for 
broad industry infrastructure projects. 


The program has three components: 

1. Support for Editorial Content 

2. Support for Business Development for Small Magazine Publishers 
3. Support for Infrastructure Development 


Who can apply? 


¢ For the components, Support for Editorial Content and Support for Business 
Development for Small Magazine Publishers, eligible Canadian magazine 
publishers and eligible Canadian magazines with a minimum average of 80% 
Canadian editorial content. Each component has specific eligibility criteria. 

e For the Support for Infrastructure Development component, eligible associations 
or organizations that represent sectors of the Canadian magazine industry or 
foundations that administer awards that recognize excellence in the Canadian 
magazine industry.

This Program is administered by the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, 
in conjunction with the department of education, or the department responsible 
for post-secondary education in each province and territory.

Students must be Canadian citizens or permanent residents; have completed at 
least Grade 11 (Secondary V in Quebec) and have been enrolled as a student on 
a full-time basis for at least one semester during the academic year preceding 
the application.
